Meager as tehy are, they are con 
flicttog. A few days ago we 
heard that the American ship 
City of Flint ha* left Russia from 
a report of that government 
through its official news agency; 
at the same time Berlin stated 
that the ship was sMU in the Rus- 
sian pert of Murmansk. 

England reports that twenty 
Nazi submarines have been sunk 
or damage— Germany says only 
three. With these apparent prop- 
aganda reports littie confidence 
can be placed in any except the 
consestant report that all is quite 
on the Western Front. 

For these reasons, it is appar- 
ent that the press will have to 
discuss the effect of the Euro- 
•pean situation on this County, 
which fortunately we are able to 
do with the guarantee of free 
speech and free press, and deal 
with the war facts as, England 
says or France says or Germany 
says and not as being the true 
conditions. No advanced infor- 
mation so far has been reliable 
and the vast part of it appears to 
be diplomatic propaganda. How. 
ever our views on conditions can 
still be expressed and its our pur- 
pose so to do in this column. 
/ One school of thought holds 
that the war in Europe must In- 
evitably become a stalemate- 
that British seapower and German 
airpower will Just about offset 
each other In effectiveness, and 
that neither Germans nor Allies 
will be able to make important 
gains through the great lines of 
fortifications on the Western 
Front. From this, it Is argued that 
both sides will finally be forced 
to conclude some kind ofs t*«e*. 
if only to prevent Communism 
from engulfing Europe.

^_ GASOLINE TAX REFUNDS 



We have read much of late about the gaso 
line tax refunds— the fraud being perpetrat 
ed upon the State by the so-called gas tax 
chiselers— the proposed recommendations of 
the Weaver Commissioner and the opinions 
of Colonel M. S. Battle, Director of the Di- 
vision of Motor Vehicles on the subject. 

From a careful reading of the arguments 
presented by both the Weaver Commissioner 
and Col. Battle, we can find no meret in 
either proposal but only questions of poli- 
tical maneuvering. Both allege great 
frauds are being perpetrated on the State by 
those seeking refunds. Taking the statistics 
as presented by them one half of one per 
cent of the gasoline tax is refunded to the 
lion-road users. By non-road users is meant 
tractors and other farm equipment, gasoline 
motor boats, stationary engines, the con- 
sumption of gasoline by dry cleaners and for 
other like purposes. But one half of one 
per cent indicates vast fraud in the eyes oi 
those advocating repeal of a part or the 
whole of the refund gas tax law. 

Virginia is not what might be turned an 
Industrial state— the vast portion of her res- 
ources are from her agricultural areas and 
water ways (which includes the seafood, in- 
dustry) both of which come under the gas 
Ux refund law. In spite of this, it is 
estimated that seventy-five per cent of one 
half of one percent of the tax refunds is ob-j

In other words their recommendations are 
merely an opening wedge for eventual aboli- 
tion. 

Col. Battle, a bit bolder than the Commis- 
sioner, proposes to bite the hand that feeds 
him. He asserts that the so-called chiseler 
can not be effectively detected, therefore, he 
advocates the entire abolition of the gas tax 
refund or the pulling through his depart- 
ment $1,000,000 more into the State's coffers 
at the expense of the taxpayer. 

His arguments for the abolition of tax re- 
fund are not very impressive. He states that 
the farmers and those of the seafood indus- 
try are indirectly benefitted by the highways 
as their products are carried over them to 
the market and therefore should pay the 
road tax. In this statement, he overlooks 
that owner of the truck is paying a road tax 
to carry that product. 

He goes even further and deals inabsurdi- 
ties. He asserts that the boatman could in- 
stall Diesel motors which uses tax free fuel. 
Has he considered that this is impracticable 
Jn a majority of cases and the initial cost of 
installation is prohibitive to a majority of 
the balance. He says the farmer can use 
kerosene (tax exempt) in his tractor. True 
but has he considered the loss of power and 
the eventual repair bill. He says the cleaner 
can use a cleaning solvent in place of gaso- 
line but does he know the difference in the 
prices of the two? 

As a summary the Weaver Commission is 
endeavoring to create more political jobs and 
the entering of a wedge for further reduc- 
tions in gas tax refunds and the Battle pro- 
posal is boldly endeavoring to place more 
funds in the State coffers by this method of 
taxation. 

Representing a community which is al- 
most entirely dependent on its agricultural 
and seafood industries, we are diametrically 
opposed to either or any proposal to abate 
the gas tax refund. We believe the cry of 
fraud to be merely a sham thrown out in an 
effort to cloud the eyes of the people to ex- 
pedite the enrichment of the State coffers 
or for political purposes. One half of one 
per cent in refunds does not sound in fraud 
and until more convincing figures are proven 
let them abide their time in making their ex- 
travagant allegations. 



GIRL SCOUTS 

This week has been National Girl Scout 
Week — a week annually set aside in celebra- 
tion of the birthday of Juliette Law, founder 
of the movement. Each day of this week is 
devoted to some branches of Girl Scout ac- 
tivities, including religious, domestic eco- 
nomics, arts and craft, out-of-doors day, cit- 
izenship, health' and safety day.

BARBARIANS WITHIN AND 
WITHOUT 

At one time an editor of the 
Contemporary Review, later on 
the staff of the Nation, and since 
1931 Joint-editor of the Political 
Quarterly; hioaUly educated, 
widely and richly read; an intel- 
lectual liberal in the most precise 
sense. Mr. Woolf exemplifies the 
best in British literary journalism. 
He is the author of several books 
distinguished for their under, 
standing analysis of the demo- 
cratic process, their incisive logic 
and very excellent prose. 

Disturbed over the near-chaos 
in which we find ourselves today. 
Mr. Woolf, in this book of less 
than two hundred pages, under- 
takes to identify the really funda- 
mental elements in civilized life, 
show how it is that these essential 
elements persist or perish, and 
suggest the effect which the rack- 
ing events of the past twenty 
years might have upon the stand- 
ards and structure of civilization. 

"There can be no doubt", the 
author says, "that something 
.pretty drastic is happening to 
the foundations of European soc- 
iety and to what we have been 
accustomed to call western civil- 
ization." He suggests, however 
that in exploring that "happen, 
ing", to discover, if possible, how 
events since the War are related 
to the structure and standards of 
civilized life, "One must be on 
one's guard equally against the 
complacent conservatism which 
believes that one's own little 
world is so sacred that nothing 
can really destroy it and that 
timid conservatism which thinks 
that any change is sacrilegious 
and must threaten the security of 
one's own little sacred world." 

In discussing further the prima 
facie case for the view that civil- 
ization is breaking up, Mr. Woolf 
does not contend that "the Eur- 
ope of 1900 or 1910 was a com. 
pletely civilized Europe." He does 
maintain that it was an "expand- 
ing and progressing civilization", 
but he asserts with equal forces 
that as a class and imperialist 
order "it retained within it some 
elements of crude and undigested 
barbarism." 

In his middle chapter, "The 
Anatomy of Civilization", Mr. 
Woolf treats of three factors, 
power, economics and ideas, as 
the essential and necessarily in- 
teracting elements in civilized 
life and chides us upon hugging 
the "most fantastic Beliefs" and 
the "most barbarous delusions" 
about each of them. 

The discussion of "The Choice 
Before Us", in the last of his 
three chapters, is equally pene- 
trating and pungent. The final 
paragraph in that chapter, sum- 
ming up the argument, is char- 
acteristic of the style of the 
whole book no less than of its 
point-of-view. "The historical hor- 
izon of the individual is limited 
by the shortness of his life", 
writes Mr. Wc >lf, "and we all 
therefore see the events which 
pass us by in false perspective. 
What Hitler and Mussolini do 
seems to us of overwhelming im- 
portance. But, as I have said be- 
fore, what they do is of secondary 
importance for the future of civil- 
ization. The crude barbarian or 
dictator is only a temporary dang- 
er. His strength is illusory. He 
may cause intolerable misery and 
suffering for a few year's, but he 
and his political system carry 
within them the seeds of their 
own disintegration . . . The truth 
remains, which the Greeks dis- 
covered at Marathon and Salamis, 
that freedom is infinitely strong- 
er than despotism, and a commu- 
nity of free men than a commu- 
nity of masters and slaves. But 
a community of free men must 
trust in freedom. That is only an- 
other way of saying once more 
that the danger to civilization is 
not in Hitler, Mussolini, and the 
Nazi and Fascist systems, not in 
the barbarian at the ga.te, but 
within the citadel; it is in the 
economic barbarism of Prance 
and Britain and the ideological 
barbarism of Russia.. For both 
these barbarisms destroy freedom 
and make the idea of a commu- 
nity in which the freedom of each 
is the condition of the freedom of 
all an illusion and a sham."

REACHING THE HOME 
GUARDS 



Nobody can deny the fact that 
the United States is taking this 
preparedness business seriously. 
The War Department not only 
plans the largest peace-time con- 
centration in the south this win- 
ter, but also expects to give the 
National Guard more intensive 
training to make it the "minute 
man" army. 

Drills are now being held by 
the Bedford Home Guards twice 
a week. \^ 

Training time of units of the 
Virginia National Guard has been 
doubled in an order received bv 
Brig. Gen. S. Gardner Waller, Ad- 
jutant General, from Maj. Gen. A. 
Bert H. Blanding, chief of the 
National Guard Bureau of the 
War Department. There are to be 
eight drills per month instead of 
four during the period October 15 
to January 31, and, in addition 
seven days of field training. The 
regular schedule of pay will apply 
for the extra drills. The doubled 
program is a part of the American 
preparations in the light of the 
war in Europe. 

General Waller has reported 
that the First Virginia Infantry 
will go into camp at Virginia 
Beach on November 5 for a week 
of maneuvers. They will be follow- 
ed the next week by the 116th 
infantry and the 111th Field Ar- 
tillery will be assigned to the res 
ervation for the week of November 
19. General Waller said that ap 
proximately 4,025 men from Vir- 
ginia will go into camp on the 
respective dates and that they 
will be given Intensive training, 
their first cold weather maneu 
vers since troops from this stati 
went to Texas in 1916. 

This will intensify the training 
of the Home Guards and fit them 
for immediate service in case of 
an emergency. 

In view of the comparatively 
small number of men in the re- 
gular army it seems entirely rea- 
sonable to enlarge and improve 
the National Guard. A nation the 
size of the United States can eas- 
ily afford the expense involved a 
maintaining an army of around 
600,000 men, especially when the 
number is regarded in connection 
with the possible call for duty. 
However we hope this will never 
be.

AMERICAN SHIPPING 



A German raider has taken an 
American ship, City of Flint, on 
the high :eas, placed on it a prize 
crew and taken it to a Russian 
port. On its face that would 
arouse the indignation of almost 
any American. Hut the news did 
not precipitate a wave of indig- 
nation in America. Immediately 
the State department began an 
investigation. Upon the results 
will be determined the action of 
the United States. It is known 
through published reports that 
the ship bound for England 
carried contrabands, including 
tractors, wax and oil. According 
to information the crew of this 
ship knew that there were contra- 
bands on board. So far as facts 
now indicate Germany has brok- 
en no international law in seizing 
the ship.

It appears to us that American 
shipping must not expect this 
country to protect them when 
they take chances and lose. The 
insurance on shipping, has been 
increased to take care of the po- 
tential risk.

THERE'S drama for your camera 
in this season's football activi- 
ties— and, strangely enough, some 
of the finest, most striking foot- 
ball action pictures are the easiest 
to take. 

Naturally, you'll take your cam- 
era to the games, so as to get a 
record of what happened. But for 
really dramatic shots, the place to 
go Is the practice sessions, where 
you'll be more free to move abont, 
and can get closer to the players. 

If you have a fine camera with 
fast lens and speedy shutter, of 
course you can shoot genuine rapid 
action — such as in the picture 
above. That leap would call for a 
shutter speed of at least 1/200 sec- 
ond — If you caught the player at the 
peak— and preferably 1/400 or 1/600, 
to be really on the safe side. 

But, even if your shutter is too 
slow for such shooting, don't feel

LINKS OP PROGRESS 

The national Income per head of population was once about one. 
third of what It is today, taking into account the purchasing power 
of the dollar. That Is the 19th century history. Railroads, sewing 
machines, the telegraph, reapers and harvesters had Just made their 
appearances.

There is satisfaction in the knowledge that seventy per cent of all 
the world's motor vehicles are registered la the United States, and 
that there are more than 30 million of them now on the highways 
—three times as many as 30 years ago. 

The automobile, petroleum, steel, electricity and their allied in- 
dustries have created 13300,009 more Jobs than existed before their 
invention white taking up the displacements from the blaeksmithing, 
harness-making and other Jobs ended by the new inventions. 

How many additional Jobs will be created by the new industries 
to come from today's inventions is only a guess, but past experience 
shows there will be more than are test by changing styles and tech.

a bulletin. Refrigeration machinery adapted to the needs of a family, 
a large ranch or plantation, a small community, or a populous trad- 
ing center is on the market. 

Better methods for selecting, preparing, packaging, and freezing 
foods are being discovered, enabling families to hold foods in frees, 
era for longer periods without loss of quality. 

Ten yean ago there were only a few scattered locker plants in 
three or four States where patrons could store a bundle or basket of 
food at temperatures slightly below freezing. Today there are more 
than 1,850 plants in 38 States where families keep home-grown foods 
at near-zero temperatures. 

Paralleling this growth of locker plants has been the expansion 
of the commercial freezing industry. Already commercially quick, 
frozen vegetables hsve reached an annual tonnage of 100 million 
pounds and frozen fish almost twice that figure. Frozen foods are 
increasingly available to families in retail or wholesale quantities, giv- 
ing additional variety to the home-grown supplies in their lockers.

FIWS IN THE LAWS 

Southern states continue their objections to standardized waged 
and hours, because those States produce more cheaply than the 
North — on account of climatic advantages. 

There are many complaints, mostly from the South, about in- 
equalities of railroad rates. The claim is that some sections of the 
country can be served by the railroads cheaper than other parts. 

Those are visible flaws in the above laws. There is a growing 
demand in favor of patching-up the punctures and blow-outs, In order 
that collective bargaining between employers and unions may be- 
come workable. 

The National Labor Relations Administration has shown a very 
unreasonable attitude toward Industries and its employers and em- 
ployes. Nevertheless, r.oih.::.g note than plain commonaense changes 
are needed in that Administration to make the law a valuable agency 
of the Government. 

Undoubtedly some of the members of the/ Labor Board should be 
relieved from office, and replaced by able and fair-minded men who 
would hold the Board down to its practical and obvious duties— 
which are mostly of a judicial nature. f 

At present the Board is its own detective, its own^ investigator— 
and a very prejudiced one-sided organization. 

The Wage-Hour Act is the most recent piece of legislation that 
has to do with matters referred to in this summary of conditions. Al. 
ready it has its second Administrator. Some amendments are need- 
ed to make the Wage-Hour law more effective and useful.

opean war will be Russia. And 
during the brief time this war has 
been fought, it Is apparent that 
Stalin has achieved the only ma- 
jor victories. The ominous sha- 
dow of the U. S. 8. R. blankets 
the Baltic completely — and ex- 
tends far into the Balkans. Many 
an expert argues that Hitler gave 
away far more than he gaineo 
when he made his deal with the 
Soviets. 

Today it seems certain that 
Russia holds the balance of 
power. She can rtop Hitler cold 
in his northern advance — she 
holds Germany at her mercy 
when it comes to many essentia 1 
supplies. On the other hand, if 
she threw in with Hitler and ac- 
tually sent her vast army to fight 
with the Germans, few believe 
France and England could long 
survive. The probabilities seem to 
be that Stalin has definitely de- 
cided not to take the latter step 
— it is to Russia's interest, most 
experts are convinced, that stri 
stay neutral — play one side 
against the other, and finally. 
when the two sides are worn and 
exhausted, step in and gather the 
spoils. 

Also of great importance is the 
current attitude of Italy. No 
longer does the controlled Italian 
press Heil Hitler at every oppor- 
tunity and revile the French and 
British. Mussolini hates Com- 
munism, apparently, far more 
than he loves the Nazis. And the 
German-Russian pact seems to 
have blasted the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokyo axis to bits. 

It should be remembered that 
business was improving in this 
country before Germany invaded 
Poland, and Britain and France 
declared war. Therefore, late 
jumps in the business cycle can- 
not be entirely laid to hostilities 
abroad. War was a "boom" fac- 
tor, but it didn't change a down-, 
ward trend into an upward trend. 
It simply accelerated (to an im- 
mense extent in some lines) the 
betterment that had set in some' 
tim befor. 

The first weeks of the war saw 
frenzied buying and manufactur- 
ing—everybody seemed to be try- 
ing to get in on the ground floor 
at once, before prices shot sky- 
ward. That first, rather pjr«t*»rie«J 
phase of the current improvement 
apparently has passed. The up- 
trend in the barometers continues, 
but at a slow pace. The outlook 
is that future betterment will also 
be slow— but it is a fact which 
you can take for whatsit is worth 
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that practically all of the 1 
nonusts feel that it will 

Business is better than ■ 
us realise. Inustrial pre 
today is close to the ISM level— 1 
some barometers show it eve* 
slightly above that point. A num. 
ber of industries hvae actually 
passed the pre-depre?sJon peak. Off 
these, the most important is steel, 
which recently touched a new 
doing better now than In . 1929 
high. Other industries which ate 
from the production standpoint 
(but not from the profit stand- 
point) are electric power, shoes, 
textiles, oil refining and tobacco 
manufacturing. 

As this column has pointed out 
before, the very sharp increase 
in inventories occasioned by the 
war has not as yet been met by a 
comparable increase in 
purchasing. And it 
probable that foreign de man d, at 
least in the more or less vlsibte 
future, will be adequate to ab- 
sorb the supplies — all Europe la 
short of cash, and her nations will 
use thier own resources to the ut- 
most before spending any of their 
slender gold hoards. As a result, it 
is to the domestic market that 
we must principally look for a 
rise in demand that will Justify 
the rise in production. 

That the country is an set to 
go ahead is obvious from even a 
cursory glance at the baste statis- 
tics. Business Week, for instance, 
thinks that without being over- 
sanguine, it Is reasonable to ami- ja^ , 
cipate a push upward that will 
bring us ahead of 1929 economi- 
cally. As evidence, the magazine 
points out that bank deposits aro 
at their all-time n'gh and that 
excess reserves of banks are also 
at record high levels. The cash is 
on hand when our people are 
ready to use it. 

All the temporary influences 
seem to be for the better. At the 
same time, it pays to be cautious 
—time and again in the last ten 
years we have seen the stage set 
for recovery, only to have a new 
"recession" take hold and ahat- f 
tr our hopes. If another break?' 
comes soon and the indicators re- 
verse their upward course, about 
every expert in the Country will . 
have to go into hiding. They are 
practically all bullish today.

Those who forecast that the 
frank anti-dictatorship sentiment 
of the American people would 
rapidly lead us Into war once it 
broke out abroad (and many 
made exactly that forecast during 
the past few years) seem to have 
backed a losing horse. Going by 
the best evidence available, the 
martial spirit has not Increased 
a whit in this country since the 
war began. 

A late Fortune poll Is of excep- 
tional interest. According to thic 
poll, only 1.7 per cent of the peo- 
ple believed we should enter the 
war on the side of the Allies, in 
October, where 2.3 per cent 
thought we should, in September 
Slightly over 10 per cent thought 
we should Join the Allies If it 
looks as if they are getting the 
worst of It, where 13.5 per cent 
approved of that course the 
month Wore. This overwetaing 
isolationist spirit obtains even 
though, according to the same 
poll, more than 84 per cent of 
our people want England and 
France and their friends to win.

ARMISTICE DAY 

Tomorrow will mark the twenty-first an- 
niversary of the signing of the Armistice of 
the great World War — the most destructive 
war known in history. On that day the 
world rejoiced at the secession of hostilities 
between the major world powers. Subsequ- 
ently peace was made and on terms which 
were thought at that time would avoid any 
further major conflicts for generations to 
come. With a sigh of relief, nations settled 
down to rehabilitation and recoupment. 

However, barely two decades have passed 
and we again see the black clouds of war 
hanging over the heads of the greater por- 
tion of the world. A condition brought 
about against the will of the majority of the 
people of these nations but forced upon them 
by individual lust for power. 

In spite of these conditions the people of 
this Country can truly celebrate this Arm- 
istice Day. With the enactment of the new 
neutrality law by our Congress the chances 
of this Country being drawn into the pres- 
ent European conflict are now most remote. 
Undoubtedly the new law will work hard- 
ships upon some interest, particularly this 
community, it being largely dependent upon 
its maritime activities, but this imposition 
on a comparatively small minority is justi- 
fiable in the efforts to protect the people of 
this Country from a repetition of the ordeals 
of the last war. Any major war brings hard- 
ships upon all the nations of the world, in- 
cluding the neutral countries. The interrup- 
tions in the normal international trade have 
their influences on the domestic affairs of 
every nation and indirectly effects each and 
every individual regardless of this chosen 
vocation. 

The hardships, however, are minor in com- 
parision to the possibilities of war. There- 
fore let us all rejoice on tomorrow in our 
peace with the world and offer a prayer that 
it may ever exist. 



NEW PREACHERS 



Recent changes in the Virginia Methodist 
Conference brought two new ministers into 
our County. Not only did it. do this but in 
a sense created a new pastorate. In the past 
both the Virginia Beach Methodist Church 
and the Oceana Methodist Church have been 
under the charge of one pastor, but now this 
has been changed — separate pastors have 
been assigned to each church.

been polled or interviewed, from inquiries 
none of friends have been, nope of friends' 
friends have been and none of friends' 
friends' friends have been. So from where 
do these majority opinion reports orginate? 

This question has been answered by the 
American Institute of Public Opinion itself 
in a recent article published by this statisti- 
cal gathering organization from which we 
quote : 

"One of the questions most frequently put 
to those who are conducting scientific polls 
of public opinion is: "Why haven't I been 
interviewed?" This question undoubtedly 
arises because in the "straw vote" polls of 
the past the theory was followed that by 
broadcasting millions of ballots accuracy 
would be achieved. The distinguishing feat- 
ure of the new science of public opinion 
measurement is that it depends upon the 
careful and scientific selection of the people 
polled. 

In studies on national issues the Institute 
customarily uses from 3,000 to 60,000 inter- 
views, depending upon the statistical prob- 
lems involved. Such a sample insures that 
any error due solely to the number of people 
interviewed will not under any practical cir- 
cumstances exceed 4 per cent. According to 
the laws of probability the statistical odds 
are 997 in 1000 that the error will not exceed 
2.74 per cent wjbjen the minimum number of 
3,000 is included in the sample. 

When the maximum number of people are 
polled, 60,000, the chances that any one per- 
son in the United States will be polled are 1 
chance in 1,000. When the minimum num- 
ber of interviews is taken the chances are 1 
in 20,000." 

In this statement they admit that only 
/rom 3,000 to 60,000 are interviewed on the 
national issues which they have undertaken 
to poll. Can it be possible that the inter- 
viewing of 3,000 persons or even 60,000 
could in any way express the pulse of 130,- 
000,000? They themselves admit that they 
attempt to reach at the maximum only one- 
one thousandths of 60,000,000 or a very 
small percent of one half of the population 
from which they make these reports. 

It is claimed by them that there is 
greater accuracy to be gained in the small 
poll than in the broadcasting of millions of 
ballots throughout the Country. Undoubted- 
ly greater accuracy may be achieved in com- 
piling but does it procure the true public op- 
inion. 

The statement goes further and says that 
the limited number of interviews are made 
among a "carefully and scientifically select- 
ed group of people." Any one could go out 
and poll one person out of 2,000 and with 
that one person being carefully and scienti- 
fically selected, procure a majority opinion 
on any issues in the world. 

With this assertion on the part of the con- 
ductor of the poll and the consistent one- 
sided results, it is most convincing that these 
weekly reports are nothing more than pro- 
paganda in an effort to sway public opinion 
rather than the true expressions of public 
opinion. 



BOOKS TO OWN 



THE WITCH IN THE WOOD 

In "The Sword in the Stone", 
published just over a year ago. 
Mr. White wrote us a delightful, 
farcical tale, combining lively im- 
agination and erudition with gusty 
humor and gentle sarcasm, a talc 
spun about the boyhood of King 
Arthur, the years during which 
Arthur was being inducted into 
the mysteries of mediaeval life by 
Merlvn, long unrecognized as the 
father of "progressive education." 

"The Witch in the Wood", con- 
tinuing in this farcical vein, not 
too conspicuous in more familiar 
versons of the Arthurian legend, 
presents Merlyn's royal pupil as a 
young man, a young king wrestl- 
ing with the problems of his king- 
dom in a fashion scarcely more 
conventional than his education. 
The action alternates between 
Arthur and Merlvn at Carlion 
Castle, where they concoct "good 
things" for the country, such as 
chivalry and Round Tables; and 
King Lot's castle in Lothian 
where his Queen, Morgause. 
whose witching charm is height- 
ened by her usband's absence, 
contrives delightfully feminine, 
ened by her husband's absence 
unwary men. 

Never at more of a less than 
Meriyn, Mr. White merely sup- 
plies characters ana incidents un- 
wittingly omitted from rather 
stuffier versions of the Arthurian 
legend. Besides Arthur and the 
Queen, his happier creations are 
the Queen's four sons, Gawaine, 
Agravaine, Gaheris and Gareth; 
their Saracen tutor, Sir Palomi- 
des, whose pagan patience and 
limited vocabulary ire often sore- 
ly taxed by his charges; and Sir 
Grummore Grummursum with his 
charge, King Pellinore bent upon 
pursuit of the Questing Beast, un- 
til the white boat gave him into 
the clutcnes of Morgause. there- 
after moping and writing son- 
nets to the Queen of Flander's 
daughter. 

These fitful figures; common- 
places of the mediaeval scene such 
as unicorn hunts and live saints; 
the dark witchery of woman and 
man's haunting loyalty; folk lore 
and sheer invention, history and 
Freudian psychology are blended 
in a tale of gay nonsense which 
never seems less than real. 

The story drags at times but 
altogether is unusually entertain- 
ing and an adequate sequel to the 
earlier book which delighted sev- 
eral hundred thousand readers.

INSTITUTE OF PUBLIC OPINION 



For months we have been reading weekly 
of the results of surveys made by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Public Opinion, whoever or 
whatever that institute may be, on the trend 
of the opinion of the American people on 
questions of political, national, and interna- 
tional importance. On following the results of 
these supposed polls, we have noticed that 
they have been consistently pro-Roosevelt or 
pro-administration policy with an occasional 
report that one or th e ot her had lost ground 
slightly but still always, on the majority side.

Dangerous precedents can be established 
in the name of emergency, when steps may 
be taken which can never be retraced. 

Here in our own country we are not at war 
— but a "limited emergency" has been de- 
clared. Plans are being made for extending 
the powers of government in many direc- 
tions, for the purpose of avowedly protecting 
our interests. It is essential, if democracy 
is to be preserved and we are to escape the 
blight of totalitarianism, that the people 
thoroughly understand the issues that con- 
front them — and analyze them in a spirit of 
cool logic and not in a spirit of hysterical 
emotionalism. 

No fiat power should ever be placed in the 
hands of a permanent government bureau or 
department. If emergency laws must be en- 
acted, they should be administered by purely 
emergency bureaus, which will automatically 
dissolve when the emergency is over. Every 
conceivable protection must be established 
in advance to make certain that the tempor- 
ary be stopped from becoming the perman- 
ent. 

As General Johnson observed recently in a 
radio address, to give sweeping new powers 
to the permanent bureaus of government 
would amount to giving away liberty — and 
for keeps. Politics lusts ajways for more 
power. It never willingly returns a grant of 
authority, or.ee it has experienced it. It 
woul d be a simple thing to socialize industry 
c:ice we were stampeded" into extending 
powers of permanent government depart- 
mnts, crushing opposition and dissent, and 
controlling the radio and the press. This 
would bring totalitarianism home with a 
vengeance. 

Don't forget that not all the enemies of 
democracy are abroad — there are plenty of 
them within our own gates. When it Ls 
asked that Congress give the government a 
tighter check rein on liberty, the lawmakers

What we are witnessing in Eur- 
ope is an extraordinary demons- 
tration that the basic conditions 
of war have changed no less than 
the mental attitude toward fight- 
ing. Perplexed observers continue 
to regard the military front as 
the first line of offense and de- 
fense, whereas today it is actually 
the auxiliary line, the force held 
in reserve. If the movements on 
other fronts were marked on map 
as advances and retreats, it would 
be apparent to everybody that this 
conflict, instead of lacking action, 
has been marked by a series of 
rapid movements and shifts of 
weight quite as important in 
their effect as major battles. 

This demonstration is under- 
lined by a dispatch from Mr. Tol- 
ischus in yesterday's Times des- 
cribing the overturn taking place 
in the Baltim states as Soviet 
Russia moves in and Germany 
moves out. The striking point in 
this displacement "is that the 
power assuming control is Sov- 
iet power, as imperialist in its 
drive toward the West as Peter 
the Great, but at the same time 
revolutionary to its purpose to 
"proletar'anize" these outposts as 
a spring-board for further con. 
quests. The withdrawal, on the 
other hand, is not a Nazi exodus. 
It is the retreat of a Germany 
established in the commercial and 
cultural dominion of the Baltic 
that he is surrendering these 
ports since the days of the Han- 
seatic League. Hitler may believe 
strategic positions temporarily 
while eliminating British influ- 
ence in the Baltic; but Stalin, ob- 
viously providing against this 
come-back by sweeping out the 
Germans, may be said to be colla- 
borating with Hitler in delivering 
a blow to the real interests of 
Germany as great as any inflict- 
ed by the hated "Diktat" of Ver- 
sailles. 

Meanwhile, two other notable 
engagements are in progress. In 
Moscow the Finnish delegation re- 
sumes negotiations in an atmos- 
phere somewhat lighter than be- 
fore its position had been 
strengthened by the display of 
solidarity by the Scandinavian 
states, the appeal of President 
Roosevelt and the Turkish pact 
with Britain and France. And in 
Berlin the civilian general staff of 
the Nazi regime, the gauleiters 
from every district of Germany, 
have received orders to fortify 
the home front against the dem- 
oralization of the "hunger block- 
ade." There was no touch of 
irony in the solemn warning that 
the Allies were subjecting Ger- 
many to a "war of nerves," for 
nothing seems to astonish and 
outrage the Nazi strategists so 
much as the use of their favorite 
weapons against themselves. But 
the chief significance of the com- 
plaint is the admission that the

Aside from the fact that the 
proposal is in line with the ag- 
gressive tactics of Hitler, Stalin 
and the Japanese, and involves 
the use of force as a national po- 
licy, which the United States has^ W '• 
agreed not to do by virtue of th* v 
Kellogg Pact, the proposal is bas- 
ed upon a morality in internation- 
al affairs that carries an odor. 

There may be virtue in the sug- 
gestion that the United States ac- 
quire the British and French Is- 
lands in this hemisphere and 
that we pay the British and 
French for them, the payment to 
be credited on the war debts. This 
is one proposal, but it is not to be 
mixed up with the suggestion thai 
the islands be seized by force.

We refer to the suiciadl habit 
of buying away from home. 

The enormous growth of the 
mail order habit in recent years 
is largely responsible for the 
failure of many communities to* 
make the progress which their na- 
tural advantages should make 
possible. The money that ought 
to be kept at home for the ex- 
pansion of local trade and indus- 
try Is sent away to distant cities, 
never to return. The lifeblood of 
prosperity is allowed to ebb away 
through the Indifference or 
thoughtlessness of the very per- 
sons who should set an example of 
local pride and loyalty. 

A trifling saving here and there 
usually more imaginary than real 
is sufficient to cause the average 
citizen to forget his duty to his 
community and himself, which i: 
performed would mean far more 
in the direction of local prosperity 
than all his other boosting efforts 
put together.

Approaching automo- 
biles or objects along the road- 
side appear out of place through 
these distortion waves— which are 
accentuated by the factor of mo- 
tion—often giving the impression 
(hat an accident is imminent 



when actually there is no danger 
whatsoever."

ord Glass Co They also heard 
Charles F Kettering, vice-presi- 
dent of General Motors Corp., and 
John D. Biggers. president of 
Libbey-Owens-Ford, describe de- 
velopments in 1940 car models 
designed to increase the health 
and comfort of motorists. 

"Plate glass in automobiles," 
Dr Ryan said, "ranks with proper 
lighting and eye glasses as a sight' 
conservation measure. Statistics 
show that 20 per cent of the per- 
sons living on farms and nearly, 
60 per cent of city dwellers suffer 
from eye defects. Because mil- 
lions of persons ride in automo- 
biles, this distortion in the side, 
windows of many cars is a serious, 
threat to the sight of the entire! 
population."

| the average home, it has not been 
I without its drawbacks. One of the 
I most important of these is its 
; possible effect upon health." 
' states Dr. I. C. Riggin, Commis- 
| sicner of Health. 

"Of course, no one would re- 
vert to former days, but it can- 
not be denied that misdirected, 
high-tension living overtaxes the 
nervous system and may under- 
mine the general health of the 
individual. Recently, an outstand- 
ing neurologist, after making al- 
lowances for disease condition? 
due to syphilis, drug addiction, 
alcoholism, congenital defects, 
and old age. claimed that many 
cases of mental collapse and less 
marked conditions of the nervous 
system could be traced to a too- 
rapid pace both in work and in 
play and to an accompanying 
habitual disregard of basic health 
requirements. He emphasised, 
however, that the fault does not 
lie so much In the high-pressure 
system of life as in its overap- 
plication. 

"A sustained, fast living pace 
can be somewhat neutralized by 
the wise expenditure of leisure 
time. Indeed, it can be said that 
it is not one's occupation, how- 
ever exacting it may be, which 
usually does the damage to nerves 
and health, but the combination 
of high-speed work and disregard 
of nature's fundamental laws. 

'"Those who are burning the 
candle at both ends could well 
stop to consider that excessive use 
of stimulants, consistent loss of 
sleep, and nerve-shattering prac- 
tices in general are the real allies 
of nervous breakdowns, neurotic 
conditions, and more serious 
mental manifestations. ' 

"High-speed day-and-night life 
Is not advisable for present satis- 
faction, health, or ultimate peace 
of mind. The wise person will 
therefore avoid It and let mod. 
eration rule." 



Premature U8e 
Of Land Forms 
Li vie Problem 

A problem closely related to 
that of providing good homes on 
a sound basis, of financing Is that 
of the premature subdivision of 
land, particularly that lying out- 
side the city limits. 

While normal city growth 
would eventually call for the use 
or some of this land, it is felt that 
the practice of subdividing land 
before it is ripe for development 
has the dual effect of attracting 
families from well-established 
neighborhoods in ctties and of 
creating serious civic problem, 
such as undue extension of pub- 
lic utilities, the need for new po- 
lice and fire protection, and new 
schools. 

With receipts from taxable 
properties shrinking, as is the 
case in many localities, and new 
calls being made upon city funds, 
municipal officials are becoming 
Inclined to use every means at 
their disposal to -:heck further 
deterioration of blighted neigh- 
borhoods and to devise means of 
protecting neighborhoods, new 
and old, which still are free from 
blight.

The Foods That People Like 
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By Dr< Jem}' 

xfEAItLY everyone seems to 
^ have a pet aversion to some 
particular food or foods. Such 
Idiosyncrasies sometimes make it 
difficult for the 
diet experts 
who strive to 
induce people 
to eat certain 
nourishing 
foods for their 
health's sake. 

There are, 
however, foods 
that everyone 
likes, Just as 
there are other 
foods that many

rought out recently in an Inter- 
esting study on food preferences 
and prejudices, which is reported 
in the September issue of the 
Journal of the American Dietetic 
, Association. 

! As the result of on investigation 
I of nearly 700 college students, it 
1 vss found by Professor 'Calvin S. 
Hall and Irene S. Hall mat there 
were only four foods that had 100 
per cent acceptance. These were 
butter, oranges, salt, and strange- 
ly enough, almonds. 

Many other foods were, how- 
ever, favored by M per cent or 
more of the persons queried. In- 
cluded among these well-liked 
foe* were white and whole wheat 
bread; meats such as roast beef

and lamb chops; vegetables such 
as peas, beans, corn, lettuce, and 
celery; a wide range of fruits, 
such as apples, cherries, grapes, 
lemons, peaches, pears, plums, 
pineapple, raspberries, and straw- 
berries; and dairy products, such 
as ice cream, which was univer- 
sally liked, and milk, which ap- 
pealed to 97 per cent of these 
individuals. 

Quite a variety of foods was dis- 
liked. Most unpopular were the 
organs of meats, such as liver, 
kidney, and brains. Others in dis- 
favor were buttermilk, oleomar- 
garine, parsnips, egg-plant, caviar, 
hominy, turnips, rutabagas, and 
shellfish such as oysters and 
clams. 

Spinach, famous butt of so 
many culinary jokes, was disliked 
by only 8 per cent of these stu- 
dents. 

There is food for thought in this 
study, for some of our most 
nourishing foods are in the pre- 
ferred class and some are, unfor- 
tunately, heartily disliked. Milk, 
bread, fruits, and vegetables, 
which are favored, are excellent 
foods; but so are liver and other 
organs of meat, and so is butter- 
milk, all of which were unpopular. 

Most persons can cultivate a 
taste for most foods.

Oystermen Protest Law Price Of 
James Rher Seed . 

James River oystermen met 
with Commissioner O. Walter 
Mapp this week in Newport News 
to protest the price of 15c a bushel 
which they have been receiving 
far seed oysters aud to urge the 
Commissioner to try to raise the 
price. Nearly 100 watermen at- 
tended the meeting, the majority 
of them from Gloucester. The 
hearing developed after James 
River oyster, inspectors had charg- 
ed one waterman operating in 
the River with improperly cull- 
ing his catch. Oystermen, in turn, 
protested that the low price which 
they received for their catch did 
not justify thorough culling and 
careful measuring el their oysters. 

{Deploring the "vicious circle". 
Mapp told the watermen he would 
insist on a fair enforcement of 
the cull and measure law, and at 
the same time would continue ms 
efforts to have buyers agree on a\ 
pi-ice of at least 200 cents peri 
bushel for James River seed. 

"The buyer is entitled to cleaa 
oysters and full measure, and I 
am equally insistent that when 
the buyer gets clean oysters and 
full measure he should pay not 
less than 20 cents per bushel for 
these fine James River seed," 
Mhpp said. "I hope the price will 
go to 25 cents per bushel as oy- 
sters grow scarcer, and the daily 
catch diminishes. I am renewing 
my appeal to the buyers to pay 
tongers this fair living wage." 



After the borer has inhabited 
an oyster rock far a few years It 
multiplies to such numbers that 
it has the power to completely 
destroy the oysters. The thinner 
the oyster shell, the quicker the 
borer gets through and kills the 
bivalve, 

"The borer, Apparently having 
a desire for salt, works the deep 
water rocks and then gradually 
moves toward the shore, destroy- 
ing oyster rocks as it goes," 
Thompson points out. The pa- 
rasite can drill through an oyster 
two inches In size In as little as 
two days.

There are many ways in which 
paint shows wear, but it is gen- 
erally believed that the most 
desirable and normal way paint 
can yield to weather is through 
the process, lcnown as "chalking."

(Continued from Past One) 
the correspondents, their outlook 
has undergone dramatic change. 
An important sidelight on senti- 
ment there is found In one of Paul 
Mallon's Washington dispatches, 
dated October 27. Wrote Mr. MaL. 
lon: "Mr. Roosevelt ... has been 
pounding the desk in confabs 
with congressmen lately abou f 
this talk that he will get us into 
the war. The surprised legislators 
report they have never seen him 
so aroused about anything. The 
United States government will nor 
get into the war at any time 
under any circumstances and it is 
foolish and absurd for anyone to 
suggest such a thing, the Presi- 
dent has told at least tree re. 
presentatives individually . . ." 

To pile up more evidence in 
support of the argument that the 
American people really are deter- 
mined to stay out of this war, 
some observers have used the City 
Flint incident as an example 
of what they regard as America's 
hard-headed and realistic atti- 
tude. Had ten Germans seized 
an American ship under similar 
circumstances in 1915 or 1916, 
they say, public feeling would 
have boiled, mass meetings would 
have been held, and we might 
have been led headlong into war. 
What actually happened when 
the Flint was seized was far dif- 
ferent. There was no great excite- 
ment. The government made 
strong diplomatic protests to 
Russia and Germany. High offi- 
cials admitted frankly that a 
large part of the Flint's cargo 
might accurately be called con- 
traband, and that she was liable 
to legal seizure under internation- 
al law. No one of consequence 
even suggested the possibility of 
military reprisals. And the main 
point of controversy was not the. 
seizure, but the technical question 
of whether she could have legally 
been taken to a neutral port. 

Some feel that our neutrality 
may be menaced if and when the 
British and French really loose 
the floodgates of propaganda — 
tehy remembered how efficiently 
the allies rang the bell with this 
weapon in the last war. But it 
must also be remembered that 
this propaganda was ruthlessly 
exposed, and that many Ameri- 
cans feel that we were taken for 
a sucker's buggy ride. More and 
more of us seem to think that 
Europe's quarrels are Europe's 
business, and that, hate the dic- 
tators as we will, we must keep 
our hands out of the mess. All in 
all, today, say men whose business 
is feeling the public pulse, Am- 
erica's chances of remaining at 
peace are very good indeed.

Undoubtedly Germany was 
within her rights under the in- 
ternational laws when the vessel 
was seised.

"OPEN SEASON" ON HEATING PLANT 
FIRES 



In other columns of the News we carry a 
reprint of a story from the Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa. paper. This article states that "during 
the past week rumors were widely circulated 
which reflected upon the honesty and inte- 
grity of x x x, chief clerk of the Registration 
Commission in the performance of his 
duties" and whereupon a petition was im- 
mediately presented to the presiding Judge 
and an order was entered that observations 
be made by two impartial persons of high 
standing and reputation "to the end that all 
voters, irrespective of party affiliations, may 
feel secure and convinced that their interests 
are being adequately protected and safe- 
guarded x x x; that definite assurances 
should be given to all voters that the Regis- 
tration Commission and its duly appointed 
executive assistants are . performing their 
duties in a fair, impartial, honest and legal 
manner." 

In the past four or five years there have', 
been not only rumors but allegations that 
names were illegally placed on the registra- 
tion books of Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County. There have been waifs of 
percussions of investigations but all have 
come to naught. No action has ever been 
taken by those upon whom this duty in- 
volves. 

According to this news article Wilkes- 
Barre took action — action within a week's 
time by those in authority, which was also 
joined in by the person whose integrity was 
being impeached upon the streets. 

Judge James U. Goode, of the Corporation 
Court of the City of Norfolk, very aptly said, 
in substance after reviewing a Grand Jury 
report on its investigation of a certain real 
estate deal made by the City, that the inte- 
grity of a citizen of that community had been 
reflected upon— that reflection should either 
be removed or if there was any foundation 
for the reflection, it should be affirmed. 

Election day is over — passed without a 
contest— approximately six months from 
now will find another election at Virginia 
Beach — one which will be contested — an elec- 
tion which will be of vital local importance 
— one to select three councilmen— allegations 
have been made that names of citizens of 
Princess Anne County, of the City of Nor- 
folk, of North Carolina, of transit orchestras 
are on the registration books— some legally 
placed there but never removed — some know- 
ing illegally placed there and still remain — 
the books are now open for correction and 
will be for some time — Wilkes-Barre has set 
an excellent example of prompt action to- 
wards efforts of rehabilitation of public con- 
fidence in the honesty of their registration 
books but at Virginia Beach the ever be- 
smirching finger points to these books with 
the passive acquiescence of those in author- 
ity and borrowing the thought of the emin- 
ent Norfolk jurist— a cloud has been placed 
over the books — it should be removed by ex- 
oneration or by purging. 



Whether you're a hujiter or not, go gun- 
ning for big game this year! Go gunning 
for perhaps $25,000,000 worth of game by 
preventing heating plant fires before they 
happen. 

Americans like their comfort. As soon as 
cool weather sets in, heating plants are 
started full blast in millions of homes and 
business establishments. Where systems 
are not checked over there is a very real pos- 
sibility of destructive fire. Statistics show 
a great increase in fire loss as the cold sea 
son advances. 

Heating equipment should be inspected for 



defective, rusted, or broken parts. It should^ ,y ln the light of recent events 



be thoroughly cleaned, along with the 
chimney. If necessary, call in a heating ex- 
pert to put the system in proper working 
order. It is a good idea also to look for hot 
parts of the heater or pipes that may be 
charring burnable materials nearby. Unless 
there is sufficient clearance for safety, the 
inflammable material should be protected by 
asbestos and sheet metal separated air space 

Another point to keep in mind is never 
to force a fire. Also remember such simple 
precautions as placing hot ashes in metal 
containers and keeping any papers left in 
the cellar at a safe distance from the fur- 
nace. 

It is not too late to declare "open season" 
on heating plant fires. Here's hoping all 
fire hunters get their limit this winter.

The petitioners further state 
they have "implicit confidence 
in" George Yencha and believe 
that he has been performing "his 
duties in a faithful and honest 
manner." 

The petition among other 
things, states, that the chief clerk 
"has also advised your petitioners 
that during the past week end in- 
formation and data has come to 
his knowledge by reason of which 
it will be necessary to check the 
records and take such steps as 
may be necessary to assure the 
proper registration of electors." 

The petition, granted by the 
judge, also points out "particular.

Almost a year ago there were rumors of 
the formation of a citizen's advisory com- 
mittee, which was to be composed of a 
•selected groupe, to assist the Council of Vir- 
ginia Beach in adopting a program tending 
to the straightening out the financial status 
of the Town. There were further rumors 
that such a meeting wa* held by a selected 
few but even though it was understood that 
the purpose was to deal with municipal af- 
fairs the exact purport of this meeting or 
its accomplishments were never disclosed as 
those who attended were pledged to secrecy. 

A bit later it was learned that this forma- 
tive groupe had determined to expand — to 
form the Virginia Beach Survey Commission 
to. be composed of all property holders who 
were willing to pay one dollar membership 
dues but at the same time nothing definite 
was disclosed as to the purposes or aims of 
this new bom organization. 

Upon solicitation, we, among others, paid 
our dollar as a membership fee believing that 
we would be admitted to the meetings of this 
mystic order and thereby learn something 
of its purposes but in spite of this we have 
learned nothing further of this darkly or- 
ganized civic organization.

than he has been for years." How. 
ever, Gian Gaspare Napolitano 
intimates that we are not suffi- 
ciently pragmatic. He hopes that 
we will abandon our humane ap- 
proach to world problems, hopes 
that our economic crisis will en. 
able us to adopt a more realistic 
attitude, make us more sympath- 
etic with Italy, else, he seems to 
threaten, we may have to suffer 
his country's permanent displea- 
sure.

Many a fire insurance policy, 
holder who has never sustained a 
loss must have wondered what 
happened to his premium dollars. 
In a recent talk, W. E. Malla- 
lieu, general manager of the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers, tells the story. 

Taking the records of 332 large 
fire companies for 1938, it is 
found that a little more than 43 
cents out of each premium dollar 
earned went to pay losses. Three 
cents was consumed by the ex. 
pense of adjustment. 

About 20 cents out of this aver- 
age was needed to pay manage- 
ment expenses. Of this 20 cents, 
seven cents went for salaries, 
about 5 cents for miscellaneous 
items, one cent for rent, and 7 
cents for field supervision. 

The tax collector doesn't over- 
look fire insurance any more 
than he does another business. 
Taxes of various sorts took five 
cents of the premium dollar. 

This accounts for about 71 
cents. A quarter went to the 
agent who sold the insurance — 
and any policyholder who has had 
need of agency service in time of 
emergency can tell you that no 
man is more worthy of his hire. 
The remainder, less than S per 
cent, represents the modest pro. 
fits earned by the companies. 

Few businesses spend their re- 
venue in a more beneficial man- 
ner than fire insurance. Take 
that item of five cents for mis- 
cellaneous costs, for instance. 
This pays for all the expense of 
maintaining inspection, rating 
bureaus and other organizatipns, 
and for printing, advertising, 
postage, maps, surveys, etc. It 
pays for the industry's continu- 
ous war against arson, for survey- 
ing municipal water supplies, for 
inspecting property, etc. This 
fire precaution activity has been 
largely responsible for cutting av- 
erage fire insurance rates from 
$1.17 in 1907, to 67 cents in 1938. 
So there's your insurance dollar. 
— Dare County Times.

That the last one did cannot be 
denied. But a civilization such as 
ours does not die suddenly, from 
heart failure, so to speak. It has 
more vitality than its critics credit 
it with.

COUNTY GROUP OFFERS 
PROPOSALS 

Offering a series of suggestions 
for checking what it described as 
"the rapid breakdown of county, 
government," the Virginia com- 
mission on county government 
has drawn up legislative recom- 
mendations, Including one favor- 
ing abolition of the fee system. 
Among the recommendations were 
proposals for a third optional 
form of county government to be

(Continued from Pans Tw»> 
those which do not now have such 
organisations, a mandatory quin- 
quennial general reassessment of 
all real estate subject to taxation, 
abolition of the office of con. 
stable and transfer of its duties 
to the sheriff's office, and a 
change In the method of naming 
school board members. 

Dr. Raymond B. Pinchbeck of 
the University of Richmond, 
chairman of the commission, em- 
phasized that the commission felt 
that "state centralisation" was 
tending to destroy county govern- 
ment due largely "to scientific 
and social changes which have 
come largely during the past gen- 
eration." If the state eventually 
takes over the control of the 
schools, and the tendency is In 
that direction, then. In the op- 
inion of the commission, the last 
great function of the counties 
will be gone. Already the roads, 
welfare, health and police func- 
tions have gone largely, if not 
entirely, into state hands, leaving 
the schools as the last big step 
to be taken. Consolidation of 
counties for the performance of 
governmental functions was seen 
"as necessary, but a forloin hope."

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A STORY-TELLER DIES 



Millions of fiction lovers whose 
tastes run to tales of the old West 
were saddened a few days ago by 
the. sudden death from heart dis- 
ease of Zane Orey. one of the 
most popular and prolific novel- 
ists of his generation. 

Grey was 64 years old, and be- 
gan his literary career 35 years 
ago, after about six years in the 
practice of dentistry. His earlier 
novels were not very successful, 
and it is said that only two per- 
sons — a brother and Lina Elise 
Roth, whom he married — gave 
him any encouragement to con- 
tinue writing. 

His most spectacularly success- 
ful novel, "Riders of the Purple 
Sage," was produced in 1912, eight 
years after his first book was ac- 
counted a dismal failure. He 
wrote in all about 50 novels, 
which made him a handsome for- 
tune. 

Grey was often infuriated by 
people who would write him, 
thinking his first name, Zane, was 
name his mother having been A. j 
his mother having been Alice 
Josephine Zane, whose pioneer « 
ancestor founded Zanesville, Ohio, 
where the author was born. 

Several years ago Grey became 
an enthusiastic deep sea fisher- 
man, and indulged in the sport 
from his palatial yacht, on which 
he spent much time. Several of 
his later books dealt with the 
sea and fishing. 

While he could hardly be class- 
ed as a great literary figure, Zane 
Grey was an author whose books 
had a wide popular appeal, and 
the world is poorer because of his 
passing.

These are easy to 
take. Indoors or out, and they have 
unusually interesting decorative 
quality. 

The best time for outdoor sil- 
houettes is late afternoon, when the 
sun la quite low In the sky. Place 
your subject on a small ridge or ele- 
vation, squarely between the sun 
and the camera. This is important- 
let the subject shield the camera 
from direct sun rays. Now, make a 
snapshot exposure, if using a box 
camera. With a fast-lens camera, 
give an exposure of 1/25 second at 
f/16. 

In taking these, and other sil- 
houette shots, pose your subject in 
profile — not facing toward or away 
from the camera, but sidewise to it 
This yields the most effective sil- 
houette outline. 

You can take good Indoor silhou- 
ettes of a person in the daytime. 
Pose your subject, in profile, at a 
window which looks out upon a 
brilliantly-lighted outdoor scene, or 
faces the clear sky.

To take silhouettes at night in- 



doors, stretch a white bedsheet 
smoothly across a doorway, flood- 
light It brightly from behind, and 
pose the subject about two feet li 
front of it for the picture. Load th< 
camera with high speed film, o) 
course; and for box-camera snap 
shots, use two amateur flood bulbi 
in cardboard reflectors about flvt 
feet behind the sheet. 

As a qnick alternative method, di 
rect the light of a flood bulb toward 
a white or pale-tinted wall, to create 
a "bright spot" Then pose your sub 
ject squarely between the flood bulb 
and the camera. This arrangement 
is especially good for informal sil- 
houette portraits. With high speed 
film, and one large bulb about two 
feet from the wall, you can take 
box-camera snapshots. Use a reflec- 
tor with the bulb, to concentrate the 
light on the wall. 

When you leave your silhouette 
film with a photo-finisher, attach a 
note, "Please print for silhouette 
effect." Then he will know just what 
you wish. 

Try silhouettes — all the different 
types described. They're fun, and 
add novelty to your picture collec- 
tion.

Hunting Deaths 

"With the approach of the 
hunting season it la in order 
again to emphasise that a gun in 
the hands of a careless person re- 
presents a definite hazard to life 
and limb. Every autumn there is 
an increase in reports to the State 
Department of Health of fatal ac- 
cidents due to the premature ex- 
plosion of firearms," states Dr. I. 
C. Riggin. Commissioner of 
Health. 

"During 1938 in Virginia there 
were 21 more deaths due to fire- 
arms than in 1937. While, as al- 
ready indicated, this type of acci- 
dent occurred throughout the 
year, it was much more frequent 
during the hunting season than at 
any other period. The 1938 fi- 
gures also were significant in that, 
of the firearm victims, 87 per cent 
were males. A further study of 
, the statistics seems to Indicate 
that of hunters, those under 35 
years of age are the most likely 
to permit their enthusiasm for 
the quest to eliminate respect for 
the gun. 

"The implications from the 
above facts are clear. The hunter 
must realise that a negligently 
handled weapon readily can cause 
tragedy. Moreover, hunters should 
be more cautious when condition- 
ing their guns and be extremely 
careful with them when in the 
field. 

"It is good logic invariably to 

assume that all guns are loaded 

—an attitude which, if universally 

I applied, would eliminate the 'I

always remain 'in safety' until 

ready to fire.

battle cruisers. They have wide 
cruising ranges, and, apparently, 
have sources of supply which the 
Allies have been unable to cut 
s-oft It was one of these ships, 
the Deutschland, which seized the

! many 'a submarines, can make the 
going extremely tough for mer- 
chantmen. 

At any rate, our own ships seem 
to be safe. The President closed 
> war aone8 to U. 8i vessels as soon 
:" as the embargo wa» repealed. The 
? proclamation forbids U. 8. ship- 
* ping to go to England, France, 
Germany, Belgium, Holland, Den- 
mark, Sweden, Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania. It also closes the 
Baltic sea route to Russia and 
Finland— these countries may be 
reached only through the Arctic. 
The closed area Is subject to re- 
s vision. 

I So American policy toward the 
war has finally been legally estab- 
lished. We are theoretically neu- 
trel-^but from the practical 
standpoint we are holding out a 
helping hand to the Allies. It is 
significant that the controlled 
German press "played down" the 
-embargo repeal, and continued in 
Its relatively friendly attitude to 
this country. Apparently Hitler 
doesn't want to repeat Wilhelm 
11% mistake of unnecessarily an- 
tagonizing us. 



Apples and dried prunes ex- 
cepted, fruit production on an 
upward trend is expected to con- 
tinue for important fruits and 
tree nuts of the United States. 
Domestic demand is expected to 
improve in 1840, but foreign de- 
mand win be hampered by the 
war. This is the opinion of agri- 
cultural economists of the Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Extension Di- 
vision. 

An unsatisfactory export situa- 
tion together with large supplies 
of various kinds of fruits hi the 
United States and other countries 
are unfavorable factors hi the 
apple-marketing situation for 
the current ureeni 

An upward trend ha poach pro- 
duction is expected for the next 
ft years and there is danger that 
the industry in some areas is be- 
ing overexpanded. 

The crops for IMS and 1M» 
*veraged about 11 percent greater 
than the average of 1MM7. 
Large plantings have 
in recent years with little 
from drought or freeshv 
ltM. In areas where peaches are 
sold as fresh fruit, growers are 
generally optimistic. Under such 
conditions in the past, peach- 
tree plantings Increased rapidly 
end were followed by excessive 
Production, km prices, neglect of 
orchards, and losses to 

October estimates radicate 
about W.OO0 acres of strawberries 
for picking in 1040, The indicated 
acreage is 3 percent larger than 
the 1939 acreage harvested. 9 
percent above the 1928-97 aver, 
•ge. and the largest since 1999. 
Should yields in 1940 be average, 
production would be somewhat 
smaller than In 1939 when per 
acre yield was 10 percent above 
normal. Higher <*w»mmer incomes 
in 1940 should result in Improved 
demand and slightly higher 
prices. 

The 1938-40 winter orange 
crop is nearly as large as the re- 
cord 1838-38 crop. A probable 
higher level of consumer domestic 
demand is a favorable factor in 
the orange situation, but this may 
be largely offset by reduced ex- 
ports to European countries. 
Grapefruit production win con- 
tinue upward during the next few 
years as 8ft percent of the bearing 
trees have not yet reached the 
stage of full production. Produc- 
tion for the next 5 years is ex- 
pected to be about one-third high, 
er than productions during the 
last five seasons, with greatest in- 
creases in the late, or seedless, 
varieties which predominate in 
Texas, California, and Arizona. 

Production of tree nuts Is ex- 
pected to continue moderately 
upward during the next few years. 
Combined production of walnuts, 
almonds, pecans, and filberts is 
expected to amount to about 111,- 
800 tons In 1938. This is 20 per- 
cent more than the 1838 crops, 
and 18 percent more than the av. 
erage for 5 years, 1933-37. Foreign 
demand is an unfavorable factor 
In the 1939 outlook for tree nuts. 
European belligerents probably 
wiU curtail nut imports drastical- 
ly, unless the nuts are obtainable 
at extremely low prices. Nuts 
prices, in general, have remained 
low since 1830. As production is 
expected to continue upward, It 
does not seem probable that prices 
received by growers during the 
next few years will average much, 
If any, higher than prices of the 
last few years.

In mortgage lending It Is said 
to be all too frequently the case 
that attention is focused upon 
the question of what can be sal- 
vaged from the collateral and not 
upon the probability of the bor- 
rower's paying In accordance with 
the agreement, where it more pro- 
perly belongs. 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration insists upon a relationship 
between borrower's income and 
mortgage payments which are in 
such proportion that there is a 
reasonable expectation that the 
borrowers will be able to meet 
their payments. 

As a result of all this, reemploy, 
ment has been going ahead.

Nor can It be expected that the 
county win continue to appropri- 
ate money from the general fund 
for the relief of a specific sec 
tlon. The work of control, if 
there is to be a permanent and 
worthwhile program, must be 
sponsored and paid for equally by 
those who benefit, by all who 
benefit. There is no other solu- 
tion to the problem which mater:- 
any affects us all, for both State 
and Federal agencies have de- 
creed that the work of control, 
for the most part. Is a local pro- 
ject, which must be locally financ- 
ed. 

"To effect this worthwhile end 
and to place the operations of a 
mosquito control program on a 
permanent, practical and fair 
basis, the Virginia Beach Mos- 
quito Control Commission has 
asked the town council of Vir- 
ginia Beach and the board of su- 
pervisors of Princess Anne Coun- 
ty to create, under State au- 
thority, a mosquito control dis- 
trict In the territory embraced by 
Virginia Beach, North Virginia 
Beach, Unkhorn Park, Cavalier 
Park, Bay Colony, Birdneck Point 
and Alanton. If and when this 
action is taken, and approved by 
the State Department of Health, 
the costs of the program will be 
borne by the property-owners 
thereof, supported by a subsidy 
from the State up to an amount 
not to exceed twenty-five per cent 
of each current year's budget. It 
is the hope of this commission 
that such a program can be made 
effective In the coming year. 

"To permit the expression of 
individual views on this proposed 
action, the council and the board 
of supervisors, jointly with the 
mosquito control commission, 
have agreed to sponsor a public 
meeting of property-owners in the 
affected areas. The meeting has 
been called for Monday night, 
December 11th, at 8 o'clock, in 
the Willoughby T. Cooke School 
auditorium, at Virginia Beach. 
Both governing bodies are expect- 
ed to take action on this proposal 
shortly thereafter.

STOCK MARKET 

A slow but steadily rising stock market has furnished a good deal 
of profit to investors during the year; Many persons who do not 
patronize the market have observed beneficial results due to Federal 
control, under the new laws enactd by the New Deal. 

At the outset of Federal control many drastic rules were made 
by the Government bureau which met with resistance from the stock 
exchanges. 

In late months the market has moved along without much re- 
gulation, and the investing public has fared very well. 

If such a condition as that outlined above might continue the 
public would be Justified In placing more confidence in the market 
than in past years. 

These observations are somewhat philosophical. Turning to the 
wholly practical phase of the question the small buyers of securities 
are usually more emotional than intelligent. ? 

That brings up the present question of whether the market will 
continue to be a good one, or a speculative one— dangerous for the 
Innocents.

Spring remains the most popu-

O. When reshingling an old 
ioof, should the new shingles be 
laid over the old ones? 

A. The answer to this question 
Is dependent upon a number of 
factors. The type and condition of 
the present roofing, as well as the 
type of new shingles to be used, 
are items which must be consid- 
ered. 

In general, when the nature of 
a new roofing permits it to be laid 
over the Ola covering, the advan- 
tages gained ars c^at the work 
can be done without exposing 
the interior cf the building to the 
weather; the old roofing provides 
additional insulation; and the la- 
bor and mess incident to removal 
are avoided. 

Before selecting a new cover- 
tag, however, the ioof 



should be examined to determine 
whether it has sufficient strength 
to carry the additional weight. 
Slate, clay tile, and asbestos 
shingles are heavy, and when 
they are used the rafters may re- 
quire bracing. 

In preparing an old wood- 
shingle surface to receive a new 
covering, care should be taken to 
see that all curled, badly warp- 
ed, and loose shingles are nailed 
flat and secure and all loose or 
protruding nails are driven down. 
The old shingles along the edges 
of eaves and gables for a distance 
of 4 -to 6 inches should be remov- 
ed to permit the installation of x 
; wooden strip or slat so as to hide 
I the layer of old shingles at the 
i edge of the roof, and open valleys 
| should be filled in with a wooden 
strip level with the old shingle 
surface. Nails should be long 
enough to penetrate the shingles 
and be secured to i he sheathing. '

properties in violation of the 
proclamation and this was an In- 
fringement upon his personal 
rights and liberties. 

Some highly technical legal 
points were involved to the case, 
which was opposed for the Gov- 
ernment by Assistant District At- 
torney Harry H. Holt, Jr., but 
Judge Way finally granted the 
temporary injunction and in do- 
ing so, held, In effect, that the 
proclamation as applied to private 
property is invalid. 

Two other points must he settl- 
ed before a permanent injunction 
can be obtained to the case. These 
are the question of proof thai 
the areas in question belong to 
Mr. Holland and the question of 
whether $3,000 or more is Involv- 
ed. It is necessary to prove juris- 
dictional amount, 13,000 or more, 
for the Federal Court to have 
jurisdiction. 

It is claimed by Mr. Holland 
that the property involved k 
worth $10,000 or more as 
for shooting wild waterfowl, 
that the property is not 
to other purposes. 

Mr. Holt moved the court yes- 
terday to dismiss the petition far 
an injunction, which motion was 
overruled and an exception and 
notice of appeal were given by the 
Government.

Now that Governor Price has issued a pro- 
clamation, upon the suggestion of President 
Roosevelt, designating tomorrow as Thanks- 
giving Day, the question of the time of this 
celebration has been officially settled for this 
year in so far as Virginia is concerned.

"A Loan Is not a Favor," says a leaflet 
recently issued by one of the leading banks 
of the nation, to its depositors. 

"A loan is a business transaction and 
should be of mutual benefit to borrower and 
lender," the leaflet continues. "If you wish 
to obtain a loan for a sound purpose, and if 
you meet our other credit requirements, we 
will approve your application promptly. 

"If it does not meet our requirements of 
sound banking, we will tell you so frankly, 
together with our reasons. 

In granting loans, we have important ob- 
ligations to four groups; depositors, bor- 
rowers, stockholders, and our community. To 
protect the interest of all these people we 
have definite policies, made in accordance 
with sound banking principles, which guide

Old- 
sters among us can remember 
when college baseball was threa- 
tened with the same overemphasis 
and professionalism that has 
overtaken college football. Then 
along came the organized profes- 
sional sport to relieve it, so that 
now only those students indulge 
in it who get fun out of it and 
only those spectators patronize it 
who have a sentimental attach- 
ment for one side or the other. 

Of course there are plenty of 
university authorities now in- 
veighing against the football men- 
ace who will view this prospect of 
deflation with alarm. What, they 
will ask, is to become of the huge 
investments in stadia, what of all 
the other athletic equipment and 
programs dependent for support 
on football gate receipts? We 
would not minimize the problem 
while pointing out that they 
would do well to begin preparing: 
for it. Football for the masses is 
in the process of graduating from 
college.

The battle against syphilis was 
materially aided last week when 
the committee on syphilis control 
of the Medical Society of Virginia 
presented to the public the pre- 
liminary draft of a bill which will 
require the filing of a report of a 
standard serological test for 
syphilis as a prerequisite for the 
issuance of a marriage license. 
Under the proposed plan if either 
of the contracting parties to the 
proposed marriage has syphilis; 
both are to be informed of the 
fact. If the applicants for the 
marriage license cannot afford an 
examination by a private physi- 
cian, they may go to a public 
clinic or a city or town health 
office where the examination will 
be made without charge. 

It seems to us that this bill, in 
the words of its sponsors, is a 
"step toward public education re- 
garding syphilis/* The mandatory

requirement for an examination 
will reveal an Infection where it 
exists and the explanation by the 
physician of its Implication should 
deter any ao inflicted from enter- 
ing matrimony even though there 
be no legal prohibition. 

Whether or not this is as desir- 
able as a forthright ban upon the 
marriage of infected persons is 
debatable. However, we are in- 
clined to favor the recommenda- 
tion of the Medical Society. It is 
less drastic than an outright ban 
and its passage can be more easily 
secured. At least, it is worth a try.

It is conceded on all sides that 
the transfer device is legal, though 
under the state of "limited emer- 
gency" the Maritime Commission 
is given discretion to grant or to 
deny. 

In the realm of ethics and mor- 
als strong arguments have been 
made, these among them: 

At no time in the debate over 
the Pittman Act did any spokes- 
man for the Administration even 
hint at the loophole in the mea- 
sure through which the transfer 
device was inserted. Since the pro- 
posal was made it has been dec- 
lared that representatives of the 
shipping interests discussed it pri- 
vately with several members of 
Congress. But nothing was said 
of it publicly, for the presumptive 
reason that disclosure would 
have broken the ranks of those 
who had swung over from the 
embargo. 

Equal obscurity attended the 
approval by the Maritime Com- 
mission, while the Pittman Act 
was being debated of flag trans- 
fers to Panama and Honduras of 
American vessels. These were 
published in the monthly bulle- 
tin—unseen by Congress— of the 
Bureau of Navigation. But had 
they come to the attention of 
Congress they would have nullifi- 
ed one of the principal arguments 
to Senator Barkley's speech as 
majority leader to explanation of 
the bill. The pretinent extracts 
from his speech will be found 
later to this dispatch. 

While the United States Lines 
proposal includes a transfer of 
title as well as registry, title is 
transferred to a Panamanian com- 
pany owned by the very same 
American interest. Thus Ameri- 
can financial interest remains to 
ships sent to trade in the ex- 
cluded zone, which the Congres- 
sional debates disclose was a fact- 
or intended to be eliminated in 
the general effort to avert war- 
involvement incidents on the high 
seas and assert "neutrality." 

When Congress passed the Pitt- 
man Act there was sympathetic 
committee consideration in prog- 
ress of a plan at the next session 
to compensate those shipping in- 
terests from which "sacrifice" was 
required. The government has 
been subsidizing them anyhow, 
and the suggestion of a few more 
millions because certain vessels 
like these would be different to 
soil was not being resisted. As a 
result of the transfer scheme the 
plan is sure to meet strong resist 
tance. In addition to Mr. Hull, 
Chairman Bloom of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee and 
Senator Connally — both of whom 
helped put through the Pittman 
Act — have protested the transfer 
as a violation of the spirit of the 
measure. This means trouble 
ahead, and reopening of a party 
split over foreign policy which had 
been almost closed when the 
special session of Congress ad- 
journed. 

A scheme that has brought de- 
nunciation from the Secretary 
of State and spokesmen for the 
act which it seeks to evade is as 
politically perilous as it is ethical- 1 + 
ly questionable. : +

Tasting Rockflsh Ih Chesapeake

The United States Bureau of 
Fisheries is tagging rockflsh in 
the Chesapeake Bay area this 
week as part of an experiment to 
determine the migration and 
death rate of several species of 
Atlantic Coast food fish.

The small sand sharks which 
infest Virginia waters during the 
warm months may have unsus- 
pected commercial value because 
of the vitamin A content of their 
livers.

Only West Virginia has a lower 
true rate of taxation on rural 
property than Virginia, among 
the stetes of the Union, the Vir- 
ginia State Chamber of Commerce 
announced today, hi an article in 
its publication. The Common- 
wealth, signed by John H. Rus- 
sell, director of research of the 
Virginia Department of Taxation. 
Figures on the true rates of taxa- 
tion on real estate in Virginia 
counties and cities are carried by 
the chamber's publication and re- 
veal that the rate of 74 cents of 
true value for rural areas com- 
pares with $1.13, the average tax 
on farm real estate for the entire 
country. Virginia cities average 
$1.86 per $100 of value, as com- 
pared with $2.56 for 248 of the 
other cities in the nation. 

Dr. Russell points out in his 
study that the range in true tax 
rates is very wide, and explains 
that to obtain the true tax rate it 
is necessary to take into consid- 
eration not only the existing rate 
if taxation, but the per cent of 
true value of the property st 
which it is assessed. If a proper ty 
Is assessed st only 50 per cent of 
its true value and the Ux rate 
is $1.50 per $100, Dr. Russell ex- 
plains that the true rate is In 
reality only 75 cents per $100. 
Wide variations in assessment 
levels are to be found throughout 
the state, Dr. Russell points out. 

"In Floyd, Fairfax and Wash- 
ington Counties resl estate Is 
valued for taxation on the average 
at approximately 25 per cent of 
the fair market value, whereas," 
he states, "in Highland, Loudoun 
and Middlesex, It is appraised st 
about 50 per cent. 

"Eight counties have assess- 
ment ratios below 25 per cent; 
fifty-six between 25 and 50 per 
cent; thirty-one from 50 to 75 per 
cent; and five between 75 and 92 
percent. 

"The all-county average for 
1936 was 42.3 per cenw, as com- 
pared with 33.5 per cent In 1914 
and 32.4 per cent in 1923." 

Inequalities in true tax rates as 
between the counties and cities is 
illustrated in tables prepared by 
Dr. Russell, showing Wise County,

Despite larger supplies, im- 
provement in demand conditions 
in 1940 over 1939 probably will 
result in slightly higher prices for 
these crops as a group and a 
larger total cash Income to prod- 
ucers, says the report. Although 
acreage planted to fall truck crops 
is usually small relative to the 
total for the country as a whole, 
it is noteworthy that fall plant- 
ings this season are increased 6 
percent over 1939. 

Probable increased plantings of 
cabbage along with average yields 
indicate an increase in total prod- 
uction in 1940 over the previous 
year when yields were somewhat 
below average in all areas. Acre- 
age planted to fall cabbage, prob- 
ably will be somewhat lower due 
to the low prices received by grow- 
ers for the fall crop a year ago. In 
the early areas, prices also were 
lower in 1933 than in 1938, but in 
view of the prospects for increased 
demand in 1940, and the probabi- 
lity of lighter storage stocks of 
late Danish cabbage, it is prob- 
able that early plantings will tend 
to increase in 1940.

Farm Practices 

Farmers will vote Saturday. 
December 9, on whether quotas 
shall be In effect for the 1940 
cotton crop, as they were for the 
1938 and 1036 crops, according to 
an announcement today from S. 
K. Cassell. State AAA Executive 
Officer. 

Marketing quotas are authoriz- 
ed when the total supply of cotton 
is more than 7 percent above 
normal. The normal supply, as de- 
fined in the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act, is about 18.2 million 
bales. The actual supply is 26.3 
mUlion bales, or 44 percent above 
normal. 

There is a sufficient supply of 
cotton on hand for all actual 
needs, even if farmers did not 
grow a stalk in 1040, and it Is im- 
portant to the economic security 
of growers that they pursue • 
course of orderly production and 
marketing, AAA offictels said. 

Cotton farmers have kept their 
marketing quota program hi ef- 
fect since it was first authorised 
for the 1936 crop, and this haw 
prevented adding to the huge 
price-depressing surplus, most of 
which accumulated in 1937. 

The national AAA farm pro. 
gram makes it possible for farm. 
ers to protect their incomes with- 
out stopping production of cotton 
for a* whole year. Through the use 
of acreage allotments and market- 
ing quotes, cotton farmers are 
following an orderly course In 
working toward a solution of their 
problems. 

If cotton srowers approve 
marketing quotes for the 1940 
crop, they can continue to make 
advances in Improving their in- 
comes, and at the same time carry 
otft more practices to improve 
and conserve their soil, and grow 
more food and feed for home use. 

Marketing quotas will be in ef- 
fect for 1940 only if approved by 
at least two-thirds of the cotton 
producers voting in the referen- 
dum December 9. Quotas were ap- 
proved for the 1938 and 1939 crops 
by more than 84 percent of the 
growers participating in the ref ex- 
end urns.

Glass Showers 
_ Need Moisture 
Escap e Vents 

Showers enclosed in plate glass 
with metal trim are increasing in 
popularity, but when units of tins 
kind are installed, both in new 
homes and in cases of bathroom 
modernization, there should be a 
vent in the upper wall, flush with 
the ceiling, to carry off moisture 
which collects above the top of 
the door opening. 

Steam, which has no method of 
escape, keeps the plaster ceiling 
moist and introduces mildew 
which after a time will complete* ■ 
ly discolor the plaster. 

Another method of treatment is 
adding a mildew-preventing 
fungicide to the paint before it is 
applied to the plaster ceiling. 
Painters also say that light colors 
do not mildew as rapidly as dark- 
er ones.

In a recent interview President Roosevelt is reported tobave 
critically of the work of the Foreign Bondholders Proflectlve 
because of its failure to make more settlements with default- 
nations. A part of the President's criticism of the work of the

Some critics of the Administration have been quick to taterpret 
this reported attitude of the President's as one which favors the de- 
faulting debtor nations at the expense of the American bondholders. 
The Admtnistration's supporters, on the other hand, are convinced 
that the President instead is endeavoring to salvage the good neigh- 
bar policy. 

Whatever the motive, present indications are that American in- 
vestors the same as American Industries —and in both cases this 
V-means "American citizens who have worked and saved and denied 
igemselvea.-^are being laid on the altar as a sacrifice to a politics 
urogram that Is noble in motive. Whether or not this program will 
work no one knows. Many who approve Its purpose seriously ques- 
tion its workability and fear for Its results. 

In then- Judgment no great good can come from any effort which 
aeeks to penalize millions of frugal American citizens, who have 
bought either the bonds of foreign nations or the stocks of American 
companies which operate In foreign countries. This penalizing of our < 

citizens, will, it is true, lighten the burdens of foreign nations but it and ma nufacturng centers, 
will not permanently increase foreign trade. ' 

Foregn trade is desirable, even necessary to the sound economy 
of nations. And so Is the protection of legitimate investments of cit- 
izens of any country In another country for It is upon such invest- 
ment that foreign trade lives and moves and has its being.

Then what will become of our 
national security, of which we talk 
so much? It will be blown to bits 
along with the savings and liber- 
ties of a hundred and thirty mil- 
lion Americans — Americans who 
spent their tune talking. 

Neutral military authorities are 
extremely skeptical of the persist- 
ent rumors to the effect that the 
big German push against the 
Allies will be through Belgium, 
Holland or Switzerland. Their 
doubts are based on tactical, not 
moral reasons. A targe part of 
Holland, for instance, can be 
flooded (a step which has already 
been taken on a limited scale) to 
a depth of about Ave or six feet, 
which would make the going im- 
possible for either mechanised 
equipment or sizable boats. The 
Swiss have their natural defense 
of great mountains which have 
been fortified on a big scale— and 
the Swiss alpine troops are sup- 
posed to be unequalled. And all 
three countries are in far better 
shape to resist invasion now than 
they were m 1914. A German 
attack against them, say the ex- 
perts, would inevitably result in 
terrific los ses and make the ex- 
hausted army that finally came 
through, an easy prey for fresh, 
waiting French and English. 

Far more likely, the experts 
continue, is the supposition that 
Hitler plans to make his big push, 
if and when he does, above the 
clouds and beneath the waves. So 
far, the gigantic German air force 
has hardly showed a wing. Those 
in the know say that German 
naval establishments are able to 
turn out two or three U-boats 
monthly. If the Germans have 
any military supremacy over the 
Allies, it is In these two fields— 
and it Is certainly reasonable to 
expect that the submarine and 
the bombing plane, rather than 
artillery and infantry, will carry 
German hopes. Recent reports 
from abroad lend credence to this 
theory. They say most of the U- 
boats have been called home, and 
the planes grounded. Deduction is 
that ships and planes are being 
refitted and reconditioned for a 
possible big drive against Allied 
shipping and Allied ports, cities

WILD GAME 

Nature has not lost her wisdom In adjusting their life cycle to 
changes which the human race has not as yet learned how to meet. 

Nit chief among the causes of the gratifying increase in wild life now 
ported on all sides is the more widespread acceptance of the prin- 
bles of conservation and their more intelligent application. 

Only a few years ago there was well-based alarm at the depletion 
of wild-fowl. This year reports on the hatch and checks made at 
the flyways in the distant North agree that when the season for this 
type of game opens, most species may be expected in great abund- 
ance The reason is not far to seek. Although the program has not 
been completed, there has been an increase in the last six years of 
nearly 1 000 per cent In the acreage devoted to waterfowl refuges. In 
reporting these gains the other day. Dr. Ira M. Gabrilson, chief of 
the United States Biological Survey, said that the addition of another 
3,500,000 acres of marsh at strategic points in the breeding range is 

still an objective. 

For the hunter, the wise use of otherwise waste land spells good 
sport. For every lover of the outdoors, it means a richer countryside.

fflHE above map Indicates the lack 
JLof uniformity in the driver licens- 
ing regulations of the various 
states, as revealed by a recently 
concluded study conducted by tbe 
cooperative driver research project 
of Tale University and the Esso 
Safety Foundation. This study, 
sponsored by and carried out under 
the direction of the American Asso- 
ciation of Motor Vehicle Adminis- 
trators, is endeavoring to bring 
about the nation-wide adoption of 
the minimum driver licensing stand- 
ards which has recently developed 
at Tale. 

Under these standards, driver 
license applicants would be given 
four tests: A road.sign. reading 



test; a vision test; a law test; and 
a road test. In the above map the 
states marked in black give all four 
tests In one form or another. The 
states containing the dots use only 
three of the four recommended 
tests. Those with an unbroken di- 
agonal line glre two of the four 
tests. No test is given In the states 
marked with broken diagonal lines 
and no drivers' licenses are re- 
quired In the three states left blank. 
About a dozen states now have 
C'.rer license regulations which 
either conform to or exceed the 
recommended minimum standards, 
and a number of states are cur- 
rently studying the minimum driver 
ltcsnse standards with a view to 
JJieir ultimate sdo?tic£.

Q. What paint should be used 
on radiators? 

A. Ordinary house paints and 
enamels of any color may be used 
as a finishing coat for radiators. 
Radiators should not be painted 
while hot, and care should be tak- 
en that the paint has dried thor- 
oughly before the heat is turned 
on. 

Q. I want to build on my lot, 
which faces a mam highway. How 
should I plan to locate my house? 
My lot is 150 feet deep. 

A. If the front building line has 
been established, it may be neces- 
sary or desirable to conform to it 
in locating the house. If a build- 
ing' line has not been established, 
the location of the house will be 
influenced by the house plan and 
by conditions bearing on the de- 
velopment of the site. Living 
rooms and bedrooms placed to- 
ward the rear of the house afford 
privacy and protection from street 
noises and permit locating the 
house forward on the lot so that 
the rear portion can be developed 
for garden area. If it is essential 
to place the living rooms at the 
front of the house, location of 
the house well back from the road 
will be helpful In getting away 
from traffic noises. Additional 
quiet and privacy can be obtained 
by planting trees, shrubs, and 
hedges of proper height to absorb 
and deflect these noises.

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Q. How should I take care of a 
linoleum floor which l*as been 
neither waxed nor varnished? 

A. Sweep the floor with a soft 
brush and dust with an oiled or 
dry mop. For more thorough 
cleanings use a cloth wrung out 
of suds made with lukewarm 
water and a mild soap, rinse with 
clear water, and dry. Only a small 
space should be wet at a time. A 
linoleum-covered floor should 
never be flooded with water. 



Q. Who may apply for an FHA 
insured loan, and to whom is the 
application made? 

A. Any responsible person with 
an assured income, good credit, 
and a reasonable ability to repay 
the loan may apply for an PHA- 
insured loan. Application should 
be made to any bank, building 
and loan association, or other fi- 
nancial institution approved by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion.

Horizontal wall stripes sound 
dramatic to the average home 
owner, but this style of treatment 
is becoming more and more a 
fashionable interior treatment for 
modern homes. 

One paint magazine suggests 
the use of five stripes, beginning 
with a stripe at the ceiling of a 
light s^iade and deeping the color 
progressively until the floor line is 
reached. 

If a more striking effect is de- 
sired, a narrow stripe of a still 
darker color may be used to di- 
vide each stripe. 

Strips of masking tape are rec- 
ommended to insure even lines 
when walls are painted in a stripe 
design.

TULAREMIA RABBIT DISEASE 

"Last year in Virginia 144 cases 
of tularemia, sometimes called 
rabbit disease, were reported to 
the State Department of Health. 
Deaths totaled 12. A decade ago 
the reported cases aggregated 21, 
with 2 fatalities. As, presumably, 
there were nearly as many small- 
game hunters in the Virginia 
woods ten years ago as there were 
during the 1938 hunting season, 
it is fair to assume that, in line, 
with other states, Virginia's rabbit 
population is more infected with 
tularemia than formerly, even 
making allowances for more ac- 
curate diagnosis in recent years. 
This fact is of significance to 
rabbit hunters and to all those 
handling rabbit carcasses," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, Commissioner of 
Health. 

"Invariably, tularemia cases are 
reported more frequently during 
the hunting season than at any 
other time. While the disease is 
caused by a germ jqund in various 
kinds of infected rodents, and can 
be acquired, among other ways, 
through bites of ticks, deer flies, 
stable files, and squirrels, it Is 
most frequently transmitted to 
man in this section of the United 
States by infected wild rabbits, 
hence the name 'rabbit disease'. 

"The common method of trans- 
mission is through wounds or 
small abrasions, sometimes min- 
ute, on the hands of those clean- 
ing or otherwise handling rabbit 
carcasses; in this manner the 
germs reach the human blood 
stream, symptoms developing in 
from one to ten days. The victim 
suddenly complains of headache, 
has body pains, chills, fever, and 
vomits. The fever which may run 
high usually lasts two or three 
weeks. Convalescence is slow. 
Death occurs in approximately 5 
per cent of the cases. 

"The above facts indicate that 
hunters should not kill slow mov- 
ing rabbits. Healthy wild rabbits 
do not tarry. Also, for those who 
dress rabbits, it is advisable to 
use rubber gloves. This sugges- 
tion applies equally to hunters 
and housewives. It is the one safe 
defense against acquiring tulare- 
mia from this source. 

"There is no desire to imply 
that most wild rabbits harbor the 
tularemia germ. Compared to the 
total rabbit population, the in- 
fected rabbit decidedly is in the 
minority. On the other hand, the 
number of infected animals is suf- 
ficiently large in the aggregate 
not to take any undue chances. 

"Incidentally, it may be added 
that thoroughly cooked rabbit 
meat, even though the animal had 
been infected with tularemia, is 
harmless and perfectly safe food. 
Consequently, those who enjoy 
this game need have no qualms 
about consuming it."

Indirect Taxes 
In Clothes Bill 

Produce $5,985

Indirect taxes buried in the cost 
of clothing sold In Princess Anne 
County's apparel stores last year 
produced an estimated $5,985 for 
local, state and national govern- 
ments, the National Consumers 
Tax Commission reported today. 
""This tremendous burden of 
hidden taxes was paid by unsus- 
pecting shoppers as unseen parts 
of their apparel purchases," Mrs. 
Melville Mucklestone, president of 
the NCTC, stated in the report. 
"These are taxes against produc- 
ers, manufacturers, shippers and 
distributors which, of necessity, 
must be passed along to the con- 
sumer. Studies at our Chicago 
headquarters show hidden taxes 
take nearly 10 per cent of clothing 
costs." 

Mrs. Mucklestone, leader in the 
Commission's nation-wide cam- 
paign to "arouse tax consciousness

the Virginia Mate Chamber at 
Commerce -by John H. Russell, di- 
rector of research of the Virginia 
Department of Taxation. 

Assessed value of real estate in 
Virginia counties is $616,386,000, 
but Dr. Russell points out that as- 
sessments are only 42.3 per cent 
of the actual values of land, as a 
state average. Similarly Virginia 
cities assess only 78.7 per cent of 
total values. Real estate assess- 
ments of Virginia cities total $638,- 
066,000. Dr. Russell states that 
the true value of locally assessed 
real estate in the counties is $1,- 
221,085,000 and in the cities $797,- 
599,000. 

Added to this must be real 
estate owned by railways and 
other 'public service corporations, 
assessed by the tate Corporation 
Commission as totaling $95,297.- 
000 in the counties and $44,994- 
000 in the cities. Dr. Russell's fi- 
gures show the true values of 
these holdings to be $238,243,000 
for the counties and $112,484,000 
for the cities. 

Added to these figures of values 
must be $499,344,000 of properties 
representing nontaxable real 
estate in Virginia. 

Arlington County has a taxable 
real estate value greater than any 
other county and any one of the 
individual cities except three. Its 
value of $75,702,234 is greater 
than the combined value of real 
estate in sixteen other counties in 
Virginia and exceeds by more 
than six million the total values 
of ten Virginia cities. The only 
cities with a greater value are 
Richmond, Roanoke and Norfolk.
